duty of this regiment was to uncover 
the Spanish batteries at A£ruadorei<, so 
th at tne tleet couM dej^troy their works 
and this the 33d did most ed'ectually. 
And Donahue was in the thick of the

Dressed in the black shirt, blue 
trousers and tan leggins of the trooper, 
Donahue stayed with

the coast line.

For instance, tii*‘ 
familiar saying. “ Lifihriiing does not 
strike t\vi( o in the same phiec, ” had 
its esceptiou during the bombardment 
of Widiu by the Hussiau batteries of 
Kalafat on the opposite shore of the 
Danube. 
The incident is des:crihed by 
Dr. Ryan in his book, “ Under tho Red 
Cre.>^c<*nt," the Turkish equivalent for 
the Red Cross society. 


The shells from the heavy siege gnn« 
at Kalafat were dropping iiices.santly 
within tho fortress. 
One of them as it 
exploded tore a great hole iu the grrmnd 
large enough to contain a horse, 
A 
Turkish woman, who was cowering 
with her three children under the shad­ 
ow of the wall, took refuge iu the hole. 


According to the law of chances, it 
was the least likely spot to bo again hit 
by a shell. 
But scarcely had .she crept 
iu aud drawn the three children after 
her when another shell, leaving the 
oaunou’s mouth at Kalafat, nearly two 
miles away, dropped into the same hole 
and i)lew mother and children to atoms. 
To the Turks the grim exception was a 
vivid illustration of their doctrine of 
kismet, or fate. The w’onian’s hour had 
come; kisuiet led her into that hole; it 
was the place assigned for her departure 
from earth. 


Another shell struck the angle of a 
house, tore down the walls aud reduced 
one half of a room to ruius. In tlie oth­ 
er half of the room were a Turkish wo­ 
man aud two children. 
They were not 
even hurt. 
Their kismot, accordiug to 
Turkish ideas, saved them.

Tho Screw of Aroliimvdcfi. 


Archimedes of Syracu.se, when hewa.« 
in Egypt, invented a machine for pump­ 
ing bilge water out of the holds of ship.s. 
This Instrunieut was also used in tho 
delta for purposes of irrigation. Diodo­ 
rus Siculus twice refers to it (i., 34, 2; 
V., 37, 3). 
A curious modid of such an 
instrument, probably of tho late Ptole­ 
maic period, ha.s been fouihl in lower 
Egypt, 
it consists of a terra cotta cyl­ 
inder with a screw inside it 10 inches 
long and 4 !.;> inches ii» diameter. 
Near 
the center of the outside is a band with 
crosspieces. 
These may rei)resent foot­ 
holds and suggest that the njachine 
was worked after the manner of the 
treadmill. 
Such screws were probably 
made of wood. 
No other exain^ile of 
this screw seems to have come to light 
—American Journal of Arclucolnrry

Uttlo ChMce Vor Any 6no to Get Rleh 
Onlekly by Helplnc i!iin<«eir to Vucte 
S»m*f TrcMure—PatrolR, Revolvera and 
WinoheKtera In Plenty. 


Probably not one person ont of a hun­ 
dred who pass by the Philadelphia mint, 
that grim looking edifice at Chestnut 
and Juniper streets, after nightfall reul- 
zes what is going on inside. There is 
nothing mean about Uncle Sam, but ho 
s determined that any one who gets 
his money .shall get it honestly and by 
process duly laid down. Tlievefore he 
lias taken all kinds of precautions to 
properly protect, especially at nigbt, 
the millions upon millions piled up in 
tho vaults. 


Tho doors of the mint are closed ev­ 
ery weekday promptly at 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon. Alter that hour no one 
uut mint employees have any business 
within tho walls which inclose so much 
money, and no one can either stay in 
or get in without a special permit from 
the superintendent. Needless to say. 
this is diilicult to obtain. 


Simultaneously with the closing of 
the doors at 4 o’clock the first shift of 
the night guard goes ou duty. The shift 
s contposed uf the captain of the guard 
and 11 stalwart men. 
As tho meu file 
out to begin their round each one is 
landed a big Colt’s revolver of the most 
approved pattern aud loaded with big 
cartridges. 


From then ou till midnight seveu of 
the 11 guards patrol without cessation 
every floor of the inside of tho mint, from 
tho corridors of tho gloomy vaults 
where, away dow’U in tho earth, are 
stowed eighty odd million dollars in 
silver and almost as much gold, to the 
cop floor, w’hero there is nothing more 
valuable than machinery. Placed at fre- 
(juent intervals througiiout the corridors 
are electrical devices for enabling the 
captain of tho gnard to keep tabs on his 
men. Each of these little machines com- 
nmnicates with the rotunda opposite 
the Chestnut street entrance to the 
mint. Hero it is that the captain is sta­ 
tioned all through tho long hours of 
his shift. Every two minutes aud a 
half the central machine in tho rotunda 
lenotes the presence of some one of the 
gnard at some particular station in the 
building. If it doesn’t, then the cap­ 
tain knows that something is wrong, 
aud he immediately proceeds to discov­ 
er what it is. 


But it has been a long time since the 
ittle machine failed to send forth its 
announcement at the proper time, for 
the mint guards are patrolling up and 
down outside the big building, careful- 
y watching that no su.spicious charac­ 
ters approach too near tho vast treasure 
left in their care. 


Promptly at midnight the second 
shift of the night guard puts in au ap- 
pearanco to relieve the early shift. It 
is also composed of a captain aud 11 
men, aud they are split up. as the other 
squad, iuto inside and outside details. 
From midnight ou until 7 o’clock in 
the morning they follow iu the foot­ 
steps of the first shift, w’ith every fac­ 
ulty alert to catch an intruder. 


The big revolvers aro not the only 
weapons upon which the guards have 
to rely. On each side of tlio main cor­ 
ridor leading from tho Chestnut street 
eutrance stands a walnut case. Through 
the polished glass front of one frown 
•JO Winchester rifles. Tlie other con­ 
tains as many ugly looking carbines. 
To grab these dispensers of death would 
1)0 but the work of au instant for the 
guards, and then woo be unto any man 
or men upon whom it might be found 
necessary to turn them. 


For tho revolvers there is kept con­ 
stantly on hand in tho mint 500 rounds 
of ammunition, and for the rifles aud 
carbines 2,500 rounds. 
Each of the 
guards is au expert iu tho u.se of both 
the pistol and the gun, and each is en­ 
dowed with a plentiful stock of cour­ 
age; hence a combination capable of 
successfully resisting almost anything 
le.ss than a resiment. 


The superintendent and assistant cus­ 
todian both talked to tho reporter about 
the methoiU iu use to protect the mint 
and its contents. 
Both smiled signifi­ 
cantly when tlio possibility of one get­ 
ting away with a portion of tho vast 
treasure was suggested. 


“ It would bo folly for any one to try 
it,” was the superintendent's only com­ 
ment. To it the assistant custodian nod­ 
ded emithatic assent. 


“ I iiave been here for a good many 
years, ” the latter said, “ aud no such 
attempt has ever been made. It is prac­ 
tically impo.wsible tor any one to break 
into tho uiint from the outside, and no 
oue ctmld secrete himself in tho build­ 
ing during the hours when it is open to 
visitors and hope to avoid discovery. 
We search every nook and corner of the 
BtiHieture carefully as soon as tho doors 
are closed tor tho day, and you may 
rest assured if any one who had no 
business within these walls w’as found 
he would regret the day ho was born.” 
In addition to the two shifts of night 
guards, tho superintendent and assistant 
custodian have a habit of dropping in 
at tho mint at odd hours of tho night to 
see that everything is going on all right. 


Tho mint is connected with the cen­ 
tral telephone station, and should there 
be trouble the captaiji of the guard 
could conununicate with police head­ 
quarters in a brief space of time. 


“ If you come across anybody who 
thinks he can get rich quickly by help­ 
ing lumself to our coin,” remarked tiie 
superintendent in parting, “ just advise 
him to think it over carefully first.” 
lu compliance with the superintend* 
eut’s suggestion the advice is hereby 
given. 


And it is pretty good advice to follow 
loo.—Philadelphia Inquirer.
